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LIVING IN SINGAPORE 


Tropical Island, servants, seven days a week duty 
free shopping, generous allowances—sounds like 
Paradise but, in actual fact, this is just a way of life 
for many expatriates who live in Singapore. 

Singapore, an island about the size of Lake 
Taupo—the bustling commercial centre for South 
East Asia—is also the temporary home for many 
New Zealand servicemen and their families. 

Upon stepping off the plane, to be greeted with 
Singapore’s average thirty degree celsius humid 
weather, one wonders how they will possibly survive 
the two year posting. However, after eighteen mon- 
ths it is usually necessary to buy light cardigans to 
help combat the occasional ‘chilly’ evening of 
twenty-three degrees celsius. 

The housing for New Zealand families are large 
houses in the former British Naval Base area that re- 
mained after the British pull-out in 1974. These 
houses were built about ten years prior to the out- 
break of World War II and are now showing signs of 
old age. Many a housewife here wonders how it 
would be possible to survive in such a grandiose 
home without the aid of servants. 


My first household help (amah) was Zuibeida 
Mohammed Ali, a Pakistani Muslim. Unfortunately, 
the time we arrived was during a Muslim fasting 
period which lasted about a month. Talk about sleep- 
ing on the job. As soon as the broom stopped mov- 
ing, it became a pillow. I always thought only horses 
slept standing up. Her period of employment was 
very short. My husband fared no better with the 
gardener. A simple instruction like ‘‘Sweep up the 
leaves’’ was not understood until virtually every in- 
dividual leaf on our one acre section was pointed to. 
Consequently, at the end of the first month our two 
servants were discharged. 

Our second attempt at hiring help proved to be 
much better, due to the experience learnt with the 
first two. ‘Pedro’ (that’s what we call him as we still 
can’t pronounce his proper name) became gardener 
number two. His enthusiasm was outstanding. So 
much so that many of our shrubs are still suffering 
from shock since their initial pruning. 

Madame Seow Hooi Leng (Wayling) became amah 
number two. She is Chinese and about twenty-six 
years old. Although we were a bit reluctant to take 
on someone who had never been an amah before, 
Wayling gave the impression of being a very confi- 
dent and conscientious person. However, it was not 
till after she was hired and her friend had left that I 
realised there was going to be a slight communication 
problem. Wayling could speak four languages 
fluently—unfortunately English was not one of 


these. She has worked for us for nearly eighteen 
months now and has learned English during that 
time. All I have learnt myself is pidgin English. It 
looks as though, for every step Wayling made for- 
wards, I made one backwards. 

Moving into a European home was quite a transi- 
tion for her as her previous home had been an attap 
long-hut where she lived with thirty-five relations. In- 
itial lessons included how to operate a washing 
machine and vacuum cleaner. Using hot water to do 
dishes was a first time for her. 

My baby daughter, eleven months at the time, 
learnt what it was like to be treated as a Chinese baby 
with her sudden change of diet whenever I wasn’t at 
home at meal times, her irregular sleeping times and 
the final indignity of being hosed down at the back 
door whenever she dirtied her nappies. 

The animal and insect life is very much the same as 
New Zealand, with one or two extras thrown in, like 
the little ‘chit chats’ (lizards) that come out at night 
and run round the walls and ceilings. They help keep 
the mosquitoes at bay—or are supposed to. I think 
our biggest triumph in the animal world was dispos- 
ing of a nine foot python snake that had decided to 
spend the night on our front patio. By the time we 
had finally decapitated it with a very blunt spade, the 
only snake disposing tool we had been issued with by 
the New Zealand Army, we felt we were quite the ex- 
perienced ‘great white hunters.” To date we are 
numbering nine snakes found and disposed of—both 
inside and outside the house. 


The greatest attraction in Singapore would be the 
shopping, which is something most Kiwis over here 
never tire of. Whether it’s the local shopping areas in 
their ramshackle buildings or the huge complexes in 
the city centre, one can buy goods from all over the 
world and most items are duty free. It is quite amaz- 
ing how many New Zealand products are sold in 
shops here, such as TVs, refrigerators, steak, and ice 
cream, to name a few. Shopping is also brought to 
my front door daily, with the grocer calling twice. 
Fruit and veges, fish, flowers and various other 
salesmen also call at regular intervals. 

The children here find the transition from New 
Zealand to Singapore relatively easy as they continue 
going to a New Zealand school, complete with dental 
nurse. Mothers with young families can continue 
their Plunket checks with the New Zealand Force 
Hospital. 

As Singapore is a popular stopover, we have had 
many visits from friends and relations, including 
relations we have never met before. We were also 
very pleased to have the President of the Silverpine 
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League of Mothers, Joyce Grant, stay with us for a 
few days while travelling home after a visit to her 
parents in Britain. 

It has been great to keep up with the L.O.M. news 
through regular correspondence with the Silverpine 
members whom I hope to be rejoining in about 
August this year.

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TOP CITIZEN 


Mrs Ella Liebezeit has been presented with the 
Citizen of the Year Award made annually by the 
Hutt Rotary Club. 

The award presented reads as follows—‘‘The 
Rotary Club of Hutt. This is to acknowledge that 
the outstanding and unsolicited community ser- 
vice which has been given to citizens of Lower 
Hutt by Ella Liebezeit is recognised with apprecia- 
tion by the Rotary Club of Hutt.’’ 

In presenting the award to her the President of the 
Club, the Rev. John Mabon, said that through her 
association with both the League of Mothers and the 
Girls’ Brigade the name of Mrs Leibezeit was well- 
known and respected. 

Mrs Liebezeit has been president and secretary of 
the Lower Hutt branch of the League of Mothers and 
has also been choir leader for the last twenty-five 
years. As Provincial Organiser for the last ten years 
she has been responsible for establishing new bran- 
ches and reactivating those in decline. On a National 
level she has been the Supply Secretary since 1967. 

Mrs Liebezeit has also been involved with the Girls 
Brigade. In 1939 she was Captain of the company 
associated with the Church of Christ in Lower Hutt 
and only relinquished that position in the last year. 
After becoming Regional Commissioner she was 
elected to the New Zealand National Executive and 
became National Vice-President. She was active in 
setting up Te Karaka, a Girls’ Brigade campsite at 
Waikanae. 








TE OMANGA HOSPICE 


Te Omanga Hospice opened in Lower Hutt in 
1979. It is dedicated to improving the quality of life 
for people with terminal cancer, and their families. It 
provides an alternative as close to that of an ordinary 
home as is possible with medical, nursing, emotional 
support, and most importantly of all, family par- 
ticipation. In many cases, when pain relief and symp- 
toms have been stabilised, patients return to their 
own homes. 

Community support has been tremendous. Groups 
from all around Lower Hutt have given money and 
provided equipment. Several League branches take 
along cakes, biscuits and groceries to their meetings 
each month, and these are delivered to the Hospice. 

In a very short space of time, the Hospice has carv- 
ed itself a niche in the community of Lower Hutt. 
The involvement already established will be an im- 
portant continuing component. Te Omanga is ‘of the 
people, for the people’.

Being the youngest of a family of seven, and having 
five older sisters, I suppose I was used to doing as I 
was told. Besides, that word ‘‘married’’ had a certain 
“‘ring’’ to it at the tender age of seventeen, especially 
after receiving my secondary education at a school 
for girls only. (Whoever invented such places should 
have been shot at dawn). If this was the way to begin 
the first furlong of the marriage stakes, then I was 
definitely a starter. I was determined to buy tea- 
towels, or something, from that moment on. Soon I 
discovered that all my girl friends were doing the 
same thing. 

What fun it was. Every pay day almost without ex- 
ception these little goodies would be purchased, 
always bought during the lunch half hour of course 
so that the girls at work could admire them. On arriv- 
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ing home that night the family would be expected to 
do the same. When the dressing table drawers and 
the space under the bed had been fully utilised, it was 
time to advance to the home straight with the winn- 
ing post gloriously in sight and the glory box was ad- 
ded to the bedroom furniture. Oh, what pride and 
joy. At last all the various bits and pieces of the 
trousseau had a home and were gently put to rest in 
it. But not for long, because each time a friend call- 
ed, a married sister came home, or an aunt came to 
stay, every single item was unwrapped, displayed, 
and the story told of where it was purchased, or who 
had given it. Kind people often gave little presents for 
the ‘‘box’’, and every Christmas and birthday pre- 
sent was quickly stowed away in it. 

The climax of the whole glory box saga would 
come—often many years after that first tea-towel 
had been bought so lovingly—during the pre- 
wedding kitchen and pantry teas season. One Satur- 
day afternoon would be set aside to invite all the girl 
friends and female relations for miles around to the 
final viewing. Then for the last time everything 
would be unwrapped, its little story told again, 
reverently wrapped up and carefully put back. 

At least I didn’t have to buy a tea-towel for the next 
eighteen years! Do you remember those white linen 
ones with a coloured stripe down the sides, and the 
same coloured border top and bottom with the words 
*‘Glass Cloth’’? Did you spend your lunch times 
browsing round Aubrey Goulter’s marvellous shop in 
Wellington and wishing that you were earning more 
than the princely sum of (the equivalent of) £10 per 
fortnight? Does your glory box still repose in your 
bedroom (dare I say it) exactly thirty years after the 
race was won? 

The bucket has had the water changed several 
times, my back is aching like mad, the rubber gloves 
are back in the bottom drawer, the oven will not be 
used for at least one day, and I feel very virtuous. 
THIS time I am going to wipe it out after every single 
use. Well, the idea is good. ...

SOME SNIPPETS FROM THE ORIENT 


Dining out in a Chinese restaurant in Hong Kong 
where we had eaten three courses and were still pa- 
tiently waiting for the rice which had been ordered. 
‘*Excuse me, waiter, we haven’t had our rice yet.”’ 
**Did you order fried rice or steamed rice?’’ he asked. 
‘‘Steamed rice,’’ we replied. ‘‘I’m sorry, but we 
haven’t any steamed rice left.’’ We could only look 
at one another in amazement. A Chinese restaurant 
without rice! 

The following evening as we entered another 
Chinese restaurant I noticed the usual tank full of 
murky water with a few large fish swimming around 
in it, knowing full well what their fate would be 
sooner or later. I also glanced at a few large crabs 
crawling about in a cage, but without really paying 
any attention. As usual we asked the waiter to help us 
choose the meal and had decided upon duck, 
vegetables and rice, but he thought one more dish 
was required. ‘‘You like fish?’’ he asked. ‘‘Oh yes.”’ 
**You like crab?’’ was the next question. ‘‘Yes, thank 
you, that would be very nice.’’ A large dish duly ar- 
rived at the table with a large cooked crab roughly 
broken into large pieces, shell still intact. Along with 
this came damp hand-towels so we guessed this was 
finger-lickin’ crab. At least I didn’t have to wrestle 
with those chopsticks! We had not been devouring 
this for very long, and I was thinking that it didn’t 
taste as nice as I remembered its much smaller rela- 
tions we had caught at Petone beach years go in the 
flounder net, when suddenly something clicked in my 
brain department. The next time the waiter walked 
past our table I enquired, ‘‘Would this be one of 
those poor crabs from the cage outside the door?’’ 
When he finally understood the question he smiled a 
beautiful Oriental smile and said ‘‘Yeees’’ as though 
he had produced the crown jewels specially for me. 
My appetite for crab quickly diminished, much to my 
husband’s delight. What a cannibal! I was pleased 
the ducks were not on display. 

Arriving at Tiger Balm gardens in Hong Kong, our 
young tour guide was explaining the history of the 
place. Pointing to a large many storied house in the 
gardens, she said, ‘‘This is the house where one of 
the two brothers who built the gardens lived. Unfor- 
tunately, he died of a heart attack in Vancouver, so 
he doesn’t live here any more... but his wife and 
family still do.’’ I tried not to smile knowing only too 
well how easy it is to have a “‘slip of the tongue when 
addressing people.”’ 


As we were progressing ever upward on a tour of 
Hong Kong Island, our guide pointed out a large 
Chinese house and explained, ‘‘This is the house 
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where a man lives with his eight wives, but there are 
only seven days in a week. .. .’’ The implication of 
how to divide eight by seven was left hanging in the 
air. But there was more. ‘‘He has 81 children.’’ They 
must be tired of seeing him at the hospital. This part 
is called Happy Valley. ‘‘Happy Valley? Oh no! Nap- 
py Valley surely.’’ Further up the hill we were shown 
a four-storied house. Once again we were given the 
family history. ‘‘The man who lives here has four 
wives and has named them Spring, Summer, Autumn 
and Winter. What do you think the man is called?”’ 
That was the easiest question I’d heard in a long 
time. ‘‘A man for all seasons,’’ of course. 

A touring party of Australians and New 
Zealanders was waiting for a few minutes in the HOT 
Singapore sun, when our young lady guide put up her 
umbrella and laughingly said, ‘‘We girls don’t like to 
get any sun as our skins are too brown, and the boys 
prefer light coloured girls. You people lie in the sun 
to get brown and we stay out of the sun hoping to get 
white. We scrub ourselves so hard it’s a wonder we 
have any skin left. Have any of you got any good 
ideas?’’ One member of the party suggested she try 
lemon juice. 


The biggest surprise of my life happened as I was 
taking my first walk along the roadside in Penang (a 
very small island in Malaysia, if your geography is as 
bad as mine) heading towards where I hoped to find 
some shops. I had not noticed any on the way from 
the airport so was a bit sceptical. However, I soon 
came to a very small wooden building and was 
wondering if this was what passed for a shop in these 
parts. At a quick glance inside it appeared to be a 
barber’s shop. A man was sitting in a chair with a 
white sheet round him, though there did seem to be 
lather on his head. A couple of paces further on I was 
still trying to work it out, when suddenly out of the 
door popped a little brown man who shouted out to 
me, ‘‘Hullo! Hullo! Come! Come! I give you LOVE- 
LY massage.’’ Not jolly likely. 

A few hints which might be useful for would-be 
travellers to those parts: GO, if you possibly can. It’s 
a whole new exciting world out there. Take your 
most comfortable sandals as you will be doing a lot 
of walking in very HOT HEAT. Take some an- 
tibiotic powder and band-aids for blisters. Buy a pop 
up umbrella as soon as possible after arriving, as they 
are very cheap (£3 at the most), and very necessary 
for both sun and rain. Don’t put shoes on your shop- 
ping lists unless you take size 62 in a multiple fitting 
or less, though nice sandals in slightly bigger sizes 
were found in Change Alley in Singapore. Clothes 
for the N.Z. figure are catered for in Hong Kong, but 
not Singapore. When buying anything, make sure 
that the article you choose is the one you actually get. 
I found when bargaining in Hong Kong (I didn’t 
think about doing it in Singapore, bother me) the 
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thing to say was ‘‘Yes, that’s very nice. I’ll think 
about it (or have a look round) and come back 
tomorrow.’”’ ‘‘No. No. You buy today,’’ they all 
pleaded, and the prices came down amazingly far and 
amazingly quickly. 

As the tour guides in Hong Kong always say, 
‘Have a nice stay here, and spend ALL your 
money’’. And neither is at all hard to do.
